1923 than-in any other, city in1 the 
country. 
And if Boston had the lowest cul- 
tural' standard in the country, in- 
stead- of. the higtiest, which is gen- 
erally, credited her, she'd have the 
lowest suicide rate. 
These are the conclusions of Dr. 
X Warren Stearns. Boston's widely 
known psychiatrist, who bases his 
assumption on a collection of facts 
about suicide that have been incor- 
porated into.international journals. 


STUDIES ALL TYPES. 
Dr.' Stearns has studied all types 
«f persbhs who have attempted sui- 
cide in Bosiur., ar.d uiu histories of 
all-.those who have successfully 
done It. 
With' Its mental development, 
•ays Dr. Stearns, Boston has grown 
hyper-sensitive. • It 
has 
become 


•ophisticated and has reached the 
unwholesome conclusion that life 
Isn't worth the candle. 
The churches have fallen down 
•n the job, in a general sense, says 
Dr. Stearns. He continues: 


"A hundred years ago sermons 
that thundered the moral guilt of 
•ulcifle went forth from the Protes- 
tant pulpits: now many' clergymen 
•ecretly- condone the act. 
"Public health measures framed 
to reduce this cause of death must 
•Ither restore the public opinion 
that acted as a check on filicide, or 
Jlhd a substitute. 
''Since 1850 there has been a 


•teadily upward tendency to suicide 
in. Boston. 
In those days, when 
people had less of the comforts of 
life, were more used to hardships 
and 
disappointments—in 
short, 
.were more rugged — there were 
only 4.9 suicides for every hundred 
thousand population In the State. 
' "But suicide appears to be a dis- 
ease of civilization. With the high- 
er development of mental faculties 
and Imagination, more luxuries, 
more Ambitions, teener compe- 
tition and keener disappointment, 
with an incidental loss of physical 
vigor—the direct result is more 
suicides. 
"In the south, where mental da- 
Yelopment does not average high, 
th» euicide rate is the lowest in 
the country..

"People commit' suicide because 
they are .unhappy. 


• '"Unhappily married people com- 
mit suicide oftener than the hap- 
pily married. This is so in spite of 
tfie steady rise. In divorces which 
hie accompanied the suicide rate.

dlgposingr factors. 
Old .age fre- 
quently decreases the joy of living 
•nd Is often accompanied by ill 


health or poverty or both. Loneli- 
ness helps suicide along. 


• "Unemployment frequently Is a 
contributing factor, but there is no 
co-relation between suicide and un- 
employment. 
"Money in the bank 
doesn't 


mean that you won't commit sui- 
cide. 
Bank deposits have risen 
with the suicide rate. 


"Perfectly normal people commit 


suicide when husband and wife or 
someone to whom they are very 
devoted dies. 
"Alcohol and 
drugs, creating1 


special effects on the brain are also 
responsible for suicidal attempts. 


"The relaxed 'attitude toward 
suicide still remains one of the big 
factors. We shall have to develop 
a respect for the privilege of life, 
and a little more gameness for 
our present aestheticism, before 
we can eliminate suicide."

ican Federation of Labor in. the 
coming campaign, its president, 
Samuel GomPers, declared, "and 
that is that we shall commit cur- 
Helves to no political party as par- 
tisans." He added: 


"Neither I nor any other per- 


*on can say what will be the re- 
cult of the 
deliberation;. o£ our 


executive council until those delib- 
erations have matured." 


While the statement did not 


touch upon the efforts to procure 
the indorsement of the federation 
lor 
Senators 
La 
Follette 
and 


Wheeler, the presidential and vice- 
presidential candidates, respective- 
ly, of the third ticket organization. 
Mr. Gompers agreed that particu- 
lar Interest attached to the ses- 
sion.

congressman,

The OAKMVP TRIBUNE was one of the first

wonld go to the Senate between the two high- 
est candidates. Th-e present House cannot be 
figured to have a majority of states for any 
candidate, and there would be no choice. The 
Senate, by the vote of the insurgent group, 
could elect Charles W. Bryan Vice-President, 
^fiien he would automatically become the I'resi- 
"d'ent..;

Neither does the reverse hold true, 
viz.. " that tight money conditions 
mean any immediate decline in ac- 
tivity. During the course of the last 
year we have had exceptionally easy 
money. In that period business has 
had a few months of expansion, but 
still more months of fairly rapid 
decline. During the early war years 
credit was in exceptional supply 
and business actuity was continu- 
ously expanding. During 1918. 1919 
and the early part of 1920 money 
became increasingly tighter, but ex- 
cept for the armistic dip, general 
activity was at an exceedingly high 
level and prices were rapidly rising.

So far as the records 
can

traced, ice cream first was made by 
an English confectioner in London 
during the American revolution. It 
was first introduced to the United 
States by a Philadelphia caterer 
named Bosio in 1800, but never be- 
came really popular until Mrs. Mad- 
ison, as mistress of 
the • White 


House, had it served »t dinners over 
which she presided in 1817. 


Ever since that time consump- 


tion of this dainty has risen until 
now 2.88 gallons of Ice cream 'are 
mads annually for each Inhabitant 
of the country. 
In 1923 294,900,000 


gallons of ice cream were manu- 
factured and while the number of 
ice cream cones has not been com- 
piled by the government authorities, 
consumption is conservatively .esti- 
mated by confectioners at over 300,- 
000,000. 


WHERE CREAM GOES. 


There were 441,000,000 quarts of 


cream 
consumed 
and 
176,400,000 


pounds of butter fat. Six million 
pounds of gelatine were used and 
205.800,000 pounds of sugar. These 
figures include only the consump- 
tion 
o* materials by Ice cream 


manufacturers. In addition, house- 
wives froze a large amount, requir- 
ing approximately a proportionate 
purchase of materials. From a pro- 
duction of a gallon at a time, con- 
cocted in the cellar of the small 
shop run by Bosio 
opposite 
the 


Spread Eagle hotel In Philadelphia, 
the output of the city which saw 
the introduction of this article of 
almost universal diet has risen to 
12,019,891 gallons a year. 


While all the year round produc- 


tion in this country is fairly steady, 
the cold spring curtailed sales to 
some extent this year. The trade, 
however, has fully recovered with 
the advent of warm days a.nd there 
is every reason to believe, confec- 
tioners say, that the annual output 
of 1924 will exceed that of last 
year. 


SUGAR PRICES.

of refiners to have the tariff on 
sugar reduced or removed was In- 
tended as a blow to the domestic 
industry and that if the beet sugar 
factories could be wiped out by the 
removal of the' present tariff pro- 
tection, the Cuban 'producers aad 
Eastern refiners would be in a posi- 
tion to dictate the price of sugar 
at all times as they did in 1919 and 
again in 1923 at times when there 
was no domestic sugar on the mar- 
ket. 


REFINERS STATEMENT. 


A circular issued by the United 


States Sugar Association, composed 
of most of the large refiners, states 
that continued pressure from tha 
duty free or domestic sugars have 
caused declines in raw sugar to 
3'4 cents a pound, compared with 
5% cents a year ago. The state- 
ment g-oes on to apeak of the "ex- 
tent of the pressure" exerted by ' 
the domestic sugars "at th« ex- 
pense of the Cuban holders," and 
points out that the estimate of the 
domestic beet crop this year placed 
at 838,000 long- tons rr.ear.: zn In- 
crease of 49,000 long" tons or six 
per cent as compared with 1923, 
while stocks in Cuba are 438,429 
long- tons in excess of those of 
last year, with returns still to corn* 
from two centrals which have not 
entirely completed grinding.
